Jthe coastal -defense cruise mis- 
sile in the 2 January parade — -which 
we believe to be the one at Banes 
and two other coastal sites--shows 
it to be an adaptation of the Soviet 
"Kennel" air-to-surface missile. 

In its coast defense role we give 
it a 30 to 40 nautical-mile range 
and a payload of about 2,200 pounds. 

c. We believe, the air-to-sur- 
face version (range 55 nautical 
miles) was carried only by TU-16 jet 
medium bombers; we know of no air- 
craft now in Cuba which could ac- 
commodate it. ’
